The  malpractice  bill  gives 
the  medical  profession  more 
authority  for  self-regulation, 
and  the  liquor  bill  would 
exchange  the  present 
full-time  commission  for  a 
part-time  commission. 

Both  bills  go  to  the  house. 

Attempts  to  amend  the 
liquor  bill  to  allow  waitresses 
to  serve  liquor  at  restaurant 
tables  and  to  expand  liquor 
sales  hours  failed. 

The  Senate  passed  a  House 
bill  allowing  judges  to 
prescribe  five  years  extra 
sentence  on  felons  who  use 
guns.  The  bill  goes  back  to 
the  House  for  action  on  an 
amendment  which  included 
use  of  fake  guns. 

Republicans,  opposed, 
the  drug  tax  elimination, 
saying  it  was  not  a  big  enough 
tax  cut.  They  favor  a  $14 
million  decrease  in  income  or 
general  sales  taxes.  But  many 
GOP  members  voted  for  the 
drug  tax  elimination  when  its 
passage  appeared  assured 
anyway. 

Next  up  for  consideration 
in  the  House  is  a  bill  to  revise 
inheritance  tax  laws.  That  is 
seen  by  legislative  observers 
as  a  Democratic  offering  to 
get  Republican  votes  for  a 
smaller  income  tax  cut 
Democrats  hope  to  push 
through  later.

U.S.  no' 
on  new 
nation 

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y. 
(AP)  -  The  United  States 
vetoed  a  resolution  Monday 
night  that  would  have  put  the 
Security  Council  on  record  in 
favor  of  Palestinian 
statehood. 

It  was  the  13th  Security 
Council  veto  cast  by  the 
United  States  and  the  fourth 
dealing  with  a  Middle  East 
issue. 

The  United  States  claimed 
the  resolution  would 
undermine  Middle  East 
peace  negotiations. 

The  vote  on  the  resolution 
was  delayed  by  a  last-minute 
British  proposal  that  would 
have  amended  the  resolution 
to  declare  that  nothing  in  it 
was  meant  to  supersede  two 
council  resolutions  adopted 
in  1967  and  1973  that  laid 
the  current  framework  for 
Middle  East  peace  efforts. 

The  amendment  got  only 
four  votes  toward  the 
necessary  nine-vote  majority. 

Before  the  council  meeting, 
Israeli  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak 
Rabin,  leaving  Jerusalem  on 
an  official  visit  to  the  United 
States,  said  a  veto  “will  bring 
the  Arab  extremists  to  their 
senses  and  will  allow  a  sort  of 
advancement  toward  peace.” 

Adoption  of  the  resolution, 
Rabin  said,  would  “prevent 
the  chances  for  peace.”  He 
did  not  spell  out  how  the 
veto  would  help  peace. 

U.S.  sources  had  been 
warning  privately  that  there 
would  be  a  veto  of  any 
resolution  recognizing  any 
Palestinian  political  “right” 
or  demanding  Israeli 
withdrawal  from  all  Arab 
territories  occupied  in  the 
1967  war  -  as  did  the 
resolution  before  the  council. 

The  United  States  had  cited 
danger  of  undermining  the 
negotiating  process  in 
explaining  why  it  tried 
unsuccessfully  to  prevent 
PLO  participation  in  the 
two-week  debate.

ASBYU 
grade  rule 
clarified 


The  ASBYU  elections 
committee  announced 
Monday  a  clarification  of 
GPA,  standards  for  ASBYU 
officers  and  candidates, 
effective  immediately. 

The  new  rule  requires  that 
to  remain  in  office,  an  officer 
must  have  a  2.25  cumulative 
GPA  or  have  earned  a  3.00  in 
the  previous  semester  if  his 
GPA  falls  below  2.25  during 
his  term  of  office. 

According  to  BYU 
Ombudsman  Steve  Madsen, 
this  is  a  clarification  of  a 
regulation  found  in  the 
ASBYU  Constitution.  The 
rule  states  officers  and 
candidates  must  have  and 
maintain  a  2.25  GPA. 

Madsen  said  candidates 
running  for  ASBYU  positions 
may  have  a  cumulative  GPA 
between  2.00  and  2.25  if 
their  GPA  was  3.00  in  the 
semester  immediately 
preceeding  their  candidacy 
and  still  be  able  to  run  for 
office. 


will  determine  if  two  ASBYU 
officers  will  remain  in  office, 
according  to  ASBYU  Pres. 
Bob  Henrie. 

Dan  Morgan,  Social  Office 
vice  president,  and  Jim 
Pedersen,  Finance  vice 
president,  are  the  officers 
under  scrutiny,  according  to 
Gordon  Smith,  ASBYU 
Supreme  Court  chief  justice. 

Henrie  indicated  the 
possible  violations  were  in  the 
areas  of  grade  maintenance 
for  Pedersen  and  full-time 
student  status  for  Morgan. 

Pedersen’s  grades  fell  below 
the  required  2.25  minimum 
for  ASBYU  officers  last 
semester.  Morgan  failed  to 
take  enough  hours  to  retain  a 
full-time  student  status. 

The  case  is  presently  before 
the  Supreme  Court  at  the 
request  of  Henrie.  If  the 
Supreme  Court  feels  there  are 
possible  violations,  it  will 
refer  them  to  the  Executive 
Council,  said  Henrie. 

Should  the  matter  be 
brought  before  the  council,  it 
will  then  hold  a  preliminary 
hearing  and  in  a  later  meeting 
determine  if  the  pfficers  will 
retain  their  positions,  Henrie 
said. 

A  three-quarters  majority  is 
needed  for  the  Executive 
Council  to  remove  officers, 
he  added. 

The  cases  will  probably 
come  before  the  Executive 
Council  Thursday,  Henrie 
said. 

“Student  body  officers 
have  the  responsibility  to  live 
the  rules,”  he  said.  “And 
we’re  going  to  make  sure  to 
do  just  that.” 

Henrie  said  the  Supreme 
Court  and  Executive  Council 


sessions  will  be  open  to  the 
student  body.  “There  will  be 
no  behind-the-door  treatment 
of  the  matter,”  he  said. 

“My  stance  is  that  they 
deserve  to  remain  in  office,” 
said  Henrie. 

Morgan  said  he  was 
“heartbroken”  about  the 
situation.  “It  was  a  dumb 
mistake,’’  he  said. 
“Everybody  makes  mistakes, 
but  I’m  in  the  position  where 
my  mistake  can  really  hurt 

“I  worked  hard  all  last 
semester,”  said  Morgan.  “And 
I’ll  do  it  again.” 

“I  feel  confident  that  the 
constitution,  as  interpreted 
by  the  Supreme  Court,  will 
uphold  my  position,”  said 
Pedersen.

Henrie  said  he  will  not 
accept  any  resignation  letters 
until  after  the  Supreme  Court 
and  Executive  Council  make 
their  decisions. 

“Basically,  right  now  we’re 
just  sitting  ,  on  it,  seeing 
what’s  going  to  happen,”  he 
said.  “The  constitution  is 
very  vague,”  he  said.  “There 
are  many  times  when  things 
cannot  be  resolved  until  a 
case  comes  up.  It’s 
unfortunate  that  people  are 
tried  as  well  as  cases.” 

Clark  Richter,  ASBYU 
executive  vice  president,  will 
act  as  temporary  vice 
president  in  the  offices 
vacated  by  Morgan  and 
Pedersen  until  the  cases  are 
resolved,  Henrie  said.

The  Four  Seasons 
developers  have  asked  for

Following  its  completion,  the 


Forest  Service  will  hold  a 
public  hearing  at  which  all 
interested  parties  can  present 
their  views. 

“Assuming  all  is  favorable 
on  balance,  the  Forest  Service 
will  make  a  management 
decision  whether  to  permit 
construction  of  the  project 
and  under  what  conditions 
and  limitations,”  said 
Williamson. 

A  financial  report 
submitted  by  Wilderness 
Associates  on  the  ski  resort 
and  base  site  was  discussed 
Wednesday  in  a  closed 
meeting  with  the  City 
Commission  and  planning 
commission. 

“The  funding  is  not  now 
completed  On  the  project  and 
will  not  be  until  we  get  the 
approvals,”  said  Williamson. 

“We  do  not  profess  and 
never  have  professed  to  have 
enough  money  in  the  bank” 
for  the  project,  he  said. 
“However,  we  have  the 
ability  to  raise  the  money.  We 
have  already  raised 
$470,000.”  This  money  is  the 
amount  used  in  past  years  in 


preparation  for  the  project. 

The  meeting  was  closed  to 
the  public  because  it  was  a 
work  session  on  the  personal 
financial  status  of  Wilderness 
Associates  and  did  not 
involve  public  funds,  said 
Williamson. 

If  the  base  site  plans  are 
approved,  the  developers  will 
begin  construction  this  year 
of  3,000  square  feet  of 
villages,  a  theater  and 
convention  center, 
restaurants,  200  hotel  rooms, 
the  golf  course  and  clubhouse 
facilities,  the  first 
underground  parking 
structure,  five  single-family 
homes  and  the  first  office 
facility. 

In  1977,  plans  include 
30,000  feet  of  cultural 
villages,  restaurants,  more 
hotel  rooms,  the  second 
underground  parking  facility, 
indoor  and  outdoor  tennis 
courts,  a  swimming  pool,  20 
single-family  dwellings,  30 
town  houses,  40  village 
cluster  units  and  40  units  of 
student  housing.

LAGOS,  Nigeria  -  Nigeria  is  evacuating  45,000  contract 
laborers  from  Equatorial  Guinea  because  of  what  it  calls  a 
long  history  of  “brutal  ill  treatment”  of  its  citizens  there.

At  a  pretrial  hearing  on  the  eve  of  the  scheduled  start  of 
her  trial,  U.S.  District  Court  Judge  Oliver  J.  Carter  said  the 
defense  had  failed  to  prove  that  the  government  withheld 
evidence  from  the  grand  jury  that  indicted  Miss  Hearst. 


Study  finds  ’pot'  doesn't  damage  brain 

NEW  YORK  -  Chronic  marijuana  use  was  not  found  to  be 
associated  with  any  permanent  or  irreversible  impairment  in 
higher  brain  function  or  intelligence  in  a  study  of  native 
Costa  Ricans  reported  Monday. 

The  study  results  were  said  to  be  compatible  with  earlier 
controlled  studies,  but  went  further  by  employing  additional 
controls.

Thomas  S.  Kleppe  said  he 
was  lifting  the  moratorium  on 
cdal  leases  of  federally  owned 
land,  but  said  the  move  does 
not  mean  “we  are  going  to 
come  out  and  ravage  the 
West.”  . 

The  new  eight-point  coal 
leasing  policy,  Kleppe 
announced,  includes 
development  of  federal 
reclamation  standards,  a 
commitment  to  draft  regional 
environmental  impact 
statements  when  needed  and 
a  requirement  that  leases  be 
handed  out  through 
competitive  leasing. 

“We  are  not  in  the  business 
of  leasing  coal  for  speculative 
purposes.  We  are  in  the 
business  of  seeing  that  the 
federal  resources  are 
produced  for  the  nation’s 
benefits,”  Kleppe  said. 

Kleppe  said  states  with 
stricter  reclamation  would  be 
able  to  impose  their  rules 
rather  than  use  the  federal 
standards. 

Other  points  of  the  new 
policy  are  designed  to 
discourage  speculative  leasing 
and  assure  that  Indian-owned 
land  over  coal  reserves  will 
not  be  mined  without  tribal 
permission.

Supreme  Court  turns  down 
plea  to  expand  abortion  case 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  Supreme  Court  has 
declined  to  expand  its 
consideration  of  a  Missouri 
abortion  case  to  include  the 
question  of  whether  a  state 
may  deny  Medicaid  to 
women  who  chose  to  have 
abortions. 

The  justices  refused  to 
review  the  merits  of  a  ruling 
of  the  U.S.  Circuit  Court  in 
St.  Louis  that  a  Missouri  law 
excluding  such  benefits  was 
unconstitutional. 

The  court  agreed  last  June 
to  review  the  decision,  b.ut 


only  to  decide  whether  the 
doctors  who  challenged  the 
system  had  legal  standing  to 
sue  and  whether  the  circuit 
court  had  jurisdiction  to  rule 
on  the  constitutional 
question.  It  has  yet  to  rule  on 
these  issues. 

The  doctors  asked  the 
court  to  expand  the  scope  of 
their  review  to  include  the 
constitutional  issue.  They 
argued  that  the  court  must 
eventually  settle  it  because 
federal  district  courts  in  New 
York,  Utah,  Pennsylvania, 
Ohio,  South  Dakota,  North

Libertarians 
seek  to  unseat 
Moss  in  1976 


The  Utah  Libertarian  party 
candidate  for  the  U.S.  Senate, 
seeking  to  take  the  seat  from 
Democrat  incumbent  Frank 
Moss,  campaigned  in  Provo 
Monday. 

Steve  Trotter,  a  37-year-old 
resident  of  South  Ogden,  was 
interviewed  by  local  radio 
stations  as  well  as  KBYU-TV 
regarding  his  political 
philosophy  and  his  campaign 
for  the  1976  elections. 

The  basic  philosophy  of  the 
Libertarian  party,  according 
to  Trotter,  is  that  government 
is  coercive  and  a  threat  to 
freedom  in  the  United  States.

legitimate  function  of 
government  is  defense,  and 
apprehension  and  punishment 
of  those  who  “use  force  or 
who  commit  acts  of  fraud 
against  peaceful  persons.” 

As  part  of  his  platform, 
Trotter  recommends  a  15  per 
cent  across-the-board  cut  in 
all  government  spending  and 
taxes  during  the  coming  fiscal 
year,  and  a  two  per  cent  cut 
each  year  thereafter. 

Also  included  in  his 
platform  is  legalization  of 
marijuana  and  abortion,  as 
well  as  abolishing  all 
government  control  of  guns, 
welfare,  energy  sources, 
education,  business,  labor  and 
agriculture. . 

Trotter  said  government 
shouldn’t  control  these 
activities  as  long  as  those 
participating  in  them  do  not 
attempt  to  use  violence  or 
force. 

W  ith  regard  to  marijuana 
legalization,  Trotter  said  he 
did  not  recommend  its  use,  t 
nor  did  he  use  it  himself,  but 
others  have  a  right  to  “live  a 
life  style  different  from  my 
own.” 

Trotter  pointed  out  that 
the  four-year-old  Libertarian 
party  has  enjoyed  rapid 
growth.  He  estimated  the 
party  will  be  on  35  state 
ballots  this  year,  a  large 
increase  over  the  2  state 
ballots  it  appeared  on  in 
1972. 

Trotter,  who  has  been  ; 
member  of  the  Libertarian 
party  for  four  years, 
previously  worked  for  the 
Republican  party  for  15 
years. 

Trotter  said  he  became 
disenchanted  with  the 
Republicans  and  couldn’t 
find  any  refuge  in  the 
Democrats.  Then  he  became 
interested  in  the  Liberatarian 
party,  which  he  claims  “took 
the  best  of  both  parties”  and 
combined  them  into  a 
philosophy  which  has  been 
described  as  being  right  of  the 
Reagan  Republicans  and  left 
of  the  Humphrey  Democrats.  •

The 
production  is  an  exercise  in 
commitment  and 
communication  in  the  1846 
Mormon  marriage  of 
characters  Katharine 
Kellerman  Whitney  and  Gil 
Whitney,  said  Miss  Smeath. 

It  is  hard  for  LDS  to  admit 
they  make  mistakes  and  this 
makes  mistakes  harder  to 
correct,  Miss  Smeath  said. 
“The  important  thing  is  to 
recognize  ourselves  as 
imperfect  and  not  be 
surprised  at  our  failures,  so 
that  we  will  have  a  desire  to 
change.” 

In  writing  the  play,  Miss 
Smeath  said  she  wanted  to 
show  a  sense  of  progress  by 
portraying  people  whose 
decisions  got  them  into 
trouble  and  then  out  again. 

“My  .hope  is  that  people 
will  be  able  to  look  at 


Katharine  and  Gil  and  see 
them  wanting  to  go  forward 
and  improve.”  Being  Humans, 
she  said,  we  have  the 
opportunity  and 
responsibility  to  improve. 

Miss  Smeath  started  writing 
the  play  in  1971  while 
attending  Emerson  College  in 
Boston,  Mass.  There  are 
almost  no  plays  that  deal 
with  unhappy  marriages  in  a 
Mormon  environment,  she 
noted. 

As  the  characters  began 
shaping  in  her  mind,  Miss 
Smeath  said,  she  tried  to 
make  the  first  few  drafts  of 
the  play  a  musical.  Then  she 
realized  that  because  of  the 
subject  matter  and  her  lack  of 
training  she  could  not  keep  it 
in  that  mold. 

“Finally,  I  let  it  starting 
writing  itself  and  it  became 
evident  it  would  be  a  drama 
with  points  of  high  comedy,” 
she  said. 

Miss  Smeath  had  the 
opportunity  to  direct  her 


play  in  Boston  before  coming 
back  to  BYU. 

The  play  also  has  a  touch 
of  authenticity  added  to  the 
set  in  the  form  of  wood  from 
a  post-Nauvoo  period 
branding  shed.  Miss  Smeath 
said  she,  set  designer  Mark 
Reed  and  stage  manager  Greg 
Wild  spent  an  afternoon

great-grandfather,  who  was  a 
convert  to  the  church,  tearing 
the  shed  down. 

A  graduate  of  BYU  with  a 
B.A.  in  speech  and  drama. 
Miss  Smeath  has  also  earned 
her  M.A.  in  directing  and 
play  writing  from  Emerson 
College.  She  is  now  working 
on  her  doctorate  in 
playwriting  at  BYU. 

So  far,  in  BYU’s 
production  of  “Returning,” 
the  only  problems  have  been 
the  set  designer  getting  the 
measles  and  a  “hungry” 
machine  eating  some  of  the 
taped  music,  Miss  Smeath 
said. 


McKay  cited  a  recent  issue 
of  Broadcasting  magazine,  in 
which  a  CBS  executive  stated 
that  viewer  response  to 
family  hour  had  been 
“virtually  zero.” 

“This  comes  as  a  surprise  to 
me,”  McKay  said.  “Not  only 
have  I  felt  that  family  hours 
is  a  vast  improvement  in 
television  programming,  but 
that  same  sentiment  has  been 
echoed  substantially  in  the 
mail  I  receive  from  citizens 
throughout  Utah.” 

The  networks  agreed  to 
establish  family  hour  viewing 
last  year  as  a  result  of 
increasing  pressure  to 


Communications  Commission 
and  Congress.  The  networks 
agreed  to  provide  their  own 
monitoring,  and  in  most  areas 
provide  viewing  geared  to 
families  through  the  first  two 
hours  of  prime  time, 
generally  from  7  to  9  p.m. 

Initial  ratings  for  family 
hour  shows  were  low,  and  the 
networks  voiced  concern 
about  continuing  family 
programming.  Recent 
periodicals,  including  a 
December  issue  of  TV  Guide, 
included  statistics  indicating 
that  viewers  were  increasing 
fox  that  time  period. 

“I  don’t  think  my  own 
preferences,  or  those  of  many 
citizens  in  Utah,  are  usually 
in  welcoming  a  change  from 
the  tiring  diet  of  implicit  sex 
and  explicit  violence  on 
evening  television,”  McKay

CIA  documents  show 
activist  clubs  infiltrated 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Newly  released 
documents  from  the  Central  Intelligence 
Agency’s  “Operation  Chaos”  show  that  the 
agency  infiltrated  dissident  political  groups  at 
three  universities  in  the  United  States  in  1970 
and  1971. 

The  groups  infiltrated  included  the  Young 
Socialist  Alliance,  the  youth  affiliate  of  the 
Socialist  Workers  party. 

The  heavily  censored  papers,  comprising 
141  pages,  are  the  first  “Operation  Chaos” 
files  to  be  released. 

The  documents  were  made  public  over  the 
weekend  by  the  Political  Rights  Defense 
Fund,  which  represents  the  Socialist  Workers 
party  in  a  multimillion-dollar  damage  suit 
against  the  CIA  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation.  The  files  were  released  to  the 
fund  in  response  to  a  court  order  in 
connection  with  the  suit. 

The  Socialist  Workers  charge  the  agencies 
with  illegal  harrassment. 

Also,  the  CIA  has  released  to  Socialist 
Workers  party  leaders  Peter  Came  Jo  less  than 
half  of  its  dossier  on  him  after  he  requested  it 
under  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act.  The 


agency  said  the  rest  of  the  material  in  his  file 
is  exempt  from  disclosure  under  the  act. 

A  previously  released  CIA  memo,  dated  in 
1973,  seven  months  before  “Chaos”  was 
reported  to  have  been  terminated,  said  the 
operation  was  “restricted  to  the  collection 
abroad  of  information  on  foreign  activities 
related  to  domestic  matters.” 

Interviewed  Sunday  on  NBC  News,  CIA 
Director  William  E.  Colby  said  the  end  of 
Operation  Chaos  “doesn’t  mean  the  end  of  all 
counterintelligence.” 

He  indicated  that  the  agency  still  is 
permitted  to  conduct  surveillance  of 
Americans  abroad  in  certain  cases,  such  as 
when  a  foreign  intelligence  service  is  frying  to 
recruit  them  as  agents. 

But  there  were  among  the  “Chaos” 
documents  some  memos  concerning  domestic 
surveillance  on  three  college  campuses  in  the 
United  States,  and  none  of  the  three  is  in 
Washington. 

In  a  September  1970  memo,  an  agency 
employe  wrote,  “We  have  attached  examples 
of  leftist  material  being  distributed  free  of 
charge  at  Boston  University  during 
registration  week.”

The  first  outdoor  ice-skating  rink  the 
state  of  Utah  has  ever  owned  and 
operated  is  in  Provo  at  the  Utah  Lake 
State  Park. 

Because  it  is  the  first,  there  have  been 
unexpected  problems  in  construction 
and  operational  procedures,  said  Craig 
Hawkins,  assistant  superintendent  of  the , 
park. 

“First  of  all,  seven  miles  of  pipe  had 
to  be  torn  out  and  relaid,”  said  Joe 
Bernardy,  BYU  hockey  coach,  “because 
it  was  laid  incorrectly.” 

The  rink’s  artificial  ice  is  frozen  by 
freon  running  through  pipes  under  the 
ice  surface.  “The  original  concept  was 
to  use  black  metal  pipes,”  said  Bob 
Anderson,  Southeast  District  Supervisor 
of  Utah  Parks  and  Recreation,  but 
because  of  financial  problems,  plastic 
pipes  were  used  instead. 

Spacers  are  needed  to  hold  the  pipes 
while  the  cement  is  being  poured, 
Anderson  explained.  “More  spacers 
were  needed,  so  there  was  a  delay.” 
However,  the  price  difference  more  than 


When  construction  of  the  covering 
began,  high  velocity  winds  shredded 
random  panels  that  were  installed, 
Anderson  said,  “The  covering  has  never 
been  totally  installed.  What  has  been 
designed  for  it  may  not  function,”  he 
said. 

When  a  local  skating  rink  closed 
several  years  ago,  state  officials  were 
notified  that  some  used  equipment  was 
“available  at  a  rather  good  price,”  said 
Anderson.  The  purchase  of  the 
equipment  and  the  construction  of  the 
rink  in  Provo  was  “based  on  very  strong 
local  interest,”  he  said. 

Construction  began  in  March  1974. 
The  rink  is  regulation  hockey  size.  Built 
as  a  package  deal  with  the  rangers’ 
offices,  visitors’  center  and  banquet 
room,  the  rink  cost  $580,000,  said 
Hawkins.
